' THEY DEFY IMITATION.

Riventlon Con Supply No Substitutes Fow
. Whalebono or Toazel.

With all our boasted labor saving
machinery and modern inventions there
are numerous articles entering into the
cconomy of manufacture which seem
crude and simplo, but which defy im-
provemeoent,

No ono, for instance, has ever been
ablo to find a substituto for whalobone,
With tho diminution of the supply and
the enormously increased cost of tho ar-
ticle, ecores of inventors have turned
their attention to the articlo and at-
tompted to supply a substitute, but up
to tho preeent time nothing as durable,
tough and pliable as whalebone has re-
sulted.

Another article without which no
woolen manufacturer could prepare
certain gooda for the market is tho tea-
zol. It is absolutely essential in rais-
ing a nap on cassimeres and soft wool~
en fubrics, and although scores of imi-
tation toazles have been invented none
is found to givo the satisfaction of the
odd little burr, with its stif¥ little
hooks, which is so extensivoly exported
and cultivated for the cloth finishing
trade,

Porsons who have never scon a toazel
can imagine a fur cone, set all over
with littlo barbs, It is really a burr,
or flower head, or thistle top of the
plant dipsacus, and go identified fs it
with cloth dressing, and so long and so
general has been theo use of tho teazel
for the purposo mentioned, that it is
even reflected in its botanical nameo,
Dipsacaos fullonum, or**fullor’s teazel,*’

However familiar the teazel may be
to persons familiar with woolen manu-
facture, or to those who livo in coun-
trics where it is extensively cultivated,
the fact remains that tho great major-
ity of porsons have never heard of such
an articlo and will Lo astonished to
learn in what enormous guantitics they
aro raised.

In France alone 6,000 acres of land
aro exclusively devoted to the cultiva-
tion of tho teazel. Fremch manufac-
turers nse annually nearly £2,000,000
worth of the prickly heads and export
during theo samo period upward of 60,-
000 tons, valued at $2,500,00.  When
it is considered that a teazel weighs not
more than an ordinary burdock, the
vast quantity exported can be realized
in part.

In addition to the I'rench crop, which
is the most highly estcemed, teazcls are
produccd  in enormons quantitiea in
Austrin, England, Belginum, Poland
and tho Crimea, Until recently they
did not grow satisfactorily in the Unit-
ed Btates, but now they are quito ex-
tensively grown in Oneida county, in
this state, and possibly elsewhere, and
it is said return a fair profit to the cul-
tivator for the outlay of money.

The prickles of the teazel have a
small knob at the end, and this mount-
ed on an clastic stem, and set with
great precision on the central spindle,
which, revolving, olaws the surfaco of
tho cloth, raises a nap which mechan-
ical contrivances have always failed 1n
equaling.—Now York Herald.

Xeccentrieity In Literary Tasto.

Curious whims aro occasionally shown
by readers at the Public library, Thero
was a woman who regularly every Fri-
day onme for a volume of sermons, Sho
did not mind whose sermons, nor what
the subject, so long as they were reli-
gious discourses of some gort. Monday
sho would como back, return tho ser-
mons and take out a novel to unbend
her mind until the next Friday, when
the sermons would again bein demand,
There was anothor woman who would
never read anything but a religious
novel, as sho called if, not such a one
as ‘'Ben-Hur’’ or one with a particular
religions tenet to inculcate, but a hook
with a clergyman aa its chief character,

was read daily for years by an cccen-
tric old gentloman.

SHOO'PING: HONKERS.

GREAT SPORT WHICH IS FOUND IN
THE NORTHWEST.

Countless Bwarms Which Congrogate Do-
twoon the Rod River Valley and the Mis-
slusippl=-Shooting Doeos Not Appear to
Diminlshy Tholr Nuymber,

Wild goose hunting on tho plains of
tho northwest is a sport which always
has ‘great charm even for tho experi-
enced Nimrod. It is a sport replete
with incident and a recreation which
must once be indulged in to bo thor-
oughly appreciated. The wild gooso 1a
known in all parts of North Amerioa,
but in no section of the country does
this bird appear in such nunbers as in
that territory lying betweon tho Red
river valloy and the Missouri river.
Thore the geese swarm in countless
numbers and beconie corpulent on the
grains of No. 1 hard which have been
shaken from thestalk by thareaper and
are lying in tho stubble everywhera.
Largo numbora of the birds are killed
by resident hunters and’ for eanstern
markots, but no apparent diminution ia
noticoable in the size and numnber of
tho flocks to bo seon whon the shooting
season begins each year.

An hour’s livoly sport with tho hon-
kers on the wheatflelds of North Da-
kotn moans but one thing to tho inex-
perienced hunter, and that is something
for hig pains, especially if ho happens
to get in a well concealed stand direct-
ly in the lino of flight. Then it isnoth-
ing uwucommon for him to ‘‘tumble
over’ a wagon load of geese in very
short order, Wild geese aro a staple
commodity in North Dakota and read-
ily bring from $2.60 to §3 per dozen
during tho shooting season, In tho lit-
tlo towns and stations along the North-
ern Pacific railway, during the fall and
spring flights, almost everybody turns
out for a few hours in the morning and
toward tho closo of the duy to shoot at
the geeso, and a right warm reception
aro tho birds treated to, Many will
ride to tho outskirts of the town and
shoot from a buggy or wagon at the
passing myrinds overhead and occasion-
ally bring down a bird at long range.

Tho hunter who is out for business
and is shooting for murket and the
money thore is in it drives out 10 or
15 miles over tho prairio neveral hours
before daylight, and after selecting a
spot where the gecse have beon scon in
great numbers tho day beforo digs a
pit in tho ground large enough to con-
ceal himself and arranges the stubble or
grass about the mouth of it so ns to pro-
sent a matural appearance. Closo by
ho plants his decoys and settles back in
tho pit and anxiously awaits the com-
ing of tho morning, It is still darl,
but from every quarter of the prairie
come sounds of animal life which fore-
tell the coming of a new day, The
mournful cry of the curlew is heard
overhead, and a flock of plover demon-
strate their closo proximity by the hur-
tling noiso of their wings,

For some timo ho sits in a eramped
position, listening to the booming notes
of a prairio chicken, which bird is pour-
ing forth a volume of drumlike sounds.
Thesharp yelp of acoyote not far away
is unmistakable evidenco that that
thriving, skulking animal has jumped
up a cotton tail and is hustling for an
early broakfnst. At the first peeping of
the gray dawn the huntor suddenly
hears a welcomo sound—the faint and
faraway honk-honk of the goose. Ho
examines his gun and notes the dircc-
tion of the sound, Nearer and nearer
the sound comes, and finally ho ven-
tures to take a peep out of the pit and
discovers the distant outlines of a large
flock sproad out V shapad in tho morn-
ing sky, bearing off to one side. Ap-
purently they have not seen the decoys,
and tho huntoer thinks it is yaet too dark.
Suddenly tho leader is scen to waver,
and with loud cries the floek turns and
circles around the decoys as if suspi-
cious of their genuineness, but drawing
nearer ut cach turn, They have ap-
proached within easy shooting distanco,
and just us soon as the flock pitches
down nmong the decoys the loud bang!
bangl of a heavily loaded shotgun is
heard, and two puffs of smoke aro seen
coming apparently from the surface of
the earth a short distance away. Sov-
eral geeso aro lying on the ground, and
ono is skimming away over the prairie
with a tipped wing.

Bome other flocks appear, and the
shooting becomes lively until the sun
is fully two hours high, when the flocks
diminish, both in size and number, and
with the exception of a few stragglora
tho morning flight is over.

Crystal Springais the nameof asmall
station on the Northern Pacific, 80 miles
west of Jamestown, N. D, Thero aro
| overal small alkali lakes in closo prox-
limity to tho station and a number of
springs intho hills near by, from which
tho place gained its name. Tho town
proper consists of a .dopot, boarding
i house and water tank and a population
not exceeding 10 souls. Ono April
morning a fow years or g0 sinco the
writor, in company with the tolegraph
oporator at tho place, sallied forth in
guest of oeso, large flocks of which
woro seon circling around and alight-
ing on asmall lake, fringed with bushes
and tall geass, not over a milo from the
etation, After a full hour spent in
crawling over tho ground and keoping
out of slght as much as possiblo the
hunters crept through the grass to the
bushes and looked cautiously out,

Upward of 1,000 geeso woro sporting
on tho water, diving, asquawking and
carrying on at a great rato, Whon the
edgo of the flock had come within 80
yards the hunters raised their guns and
gave them a barrel, following it up with
the remaining barrel as they rose heav-
ily from the wator, Twonty-eight gocso
woro gathored up as the result of the
shot, 24 of them tho whito or brant
geceee,  Tho remalning four were fine
apecimens of that wariest of all birds
of its apecies—tho blackhead or Cana-
dian goose, 'The morning's work was
highly satisfactory,—Clevoland Loader,

‘Course of Study for th
Schools,

o Publio

At a late meoting of the State
Board of examiners Profossor Me-
Cain, of Duo Wost was appointed
to prepare a courso of study for
the public schools of the Stato,

The work has hoen comploted,
Profossor McCain profacos the
coursn with the following romarks:

The State Board of Examiners
feols that there is need of a graded
course of study in the public
schools of South Carolina, Un-
dor the present system each school
is loft to itself and as toachors are
often young and oxperionced, it
could not be expocted that thoy
would be able to arrango a course
in such a way a8 to accomplish the
bost results. Thoy have no doubt]
done the best they could under the
circumstances, but if thoy had a
courso outlined for them thoy
could have done still hotter work,
and the children could have made
still botter progress,

Othor Statos have adoptod some
such plan as tho onoe here prepar-
ed and thoy aro most highly ploas-
od with the results. It gives more
uniformity to the work of tho
scho

It socuros the regular progross
of tie pupil from yoear to your,
whothor undor the same or under
difforent toachors. It gives to the
various studios their proper placo
and emphasis, and thus provents a
chango or o more ropelition of
sludios whon a now toacher (nkos
charge of a school. It enables tho
pupils to study with much moro
intorest as it sots bofore them a
dofinito ond to bo complotoed.

As tho conditions vary somoe-
what in difforont localitios, il is
oxpeclted of course thal it will
sometimes be necossary for the
tencher, in the oxereiso of his judg-
mont, to make somo changes in tho
plan in order to adapt it to the|
special noeds of his school,

It is recognized that tho longth
of tho school torm is not the same
overywhoro, Averago timo, how-
over, is about three and a half or
four months, In two yoars thore-
fore the childron of tho public
schools rocoive about tho sumo
amount of instruction as is rocoiv-
ed in town or city schools whore
the session is usually about eight
months long. Accordingly in this
courso of study two school years of
about four months each are takon
togothor as if they constitutod one
session of about eight months,
Schools that run for a longer or a
shortor period than four months
can complote more or less of the
courso in one yonar,

The patrons of snch school aro
earnestly advised to supplomont,
whonevor it ig possible, the public
funds in order that the schools
may overywheroe bo opon for eight
months oach year,

Tho reat of the article, which
covers twonty-five legal cap pagos
of manuseript, suggoests a course of
study and is filled, in tho form of
an cssay, with suggestions and ad-
vice to thoe teachors in minunio de-
tail as to how tho differont hranch-
es and grados should bo  taught.
